WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee has quietly shelved Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright's bid for an in­ 
quiry into the impact of the 
Vietnam war on the mood and 
morality of America. 
Fulbright, the Arkansas Dem­ 
ocrat who heads the committee, 
said his idea was motivated by 
the alleged massacre of South 
Vietnamese civilians by U.S. 
soldiers.

“ Rather than go to the United 
States Congress," he propos­ 
ed, “ we might run this through 
again." 
The council agreed and voted 
unanimously on a resolution to 
that effect. 
The streets and alleys of the

Immigration Service regula­ 
tions, the suit says, prohibits 
foreign nationals to use green 
cards to enter the United States 
unless they are returning to an 
‘ ‘unrelinquislied p e r m a n e n t 
residence** in the United State s. 
The regulations, it adds, also 
prohibit green carders to enter 
the United States for the pur­ 
pose of seeking Employment 
where a labor dispute exists.
